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The  Younger  Members  Group 
have  pulled  off  a  real  coup  in 
obtaining  a  speaker  for  the  Younger 
Members*  Group  Luncheon. 

In  what  will  be  one  of  his  first 
appearances  before  a  business 
audience  since  becoming  Premier  of 
New  South  Wales,  Mr  Barrie 
Unsworth  will  be  the  guest  of 
honour  at  a  younger  Members* 
luncheon  on  Monday,  November 
10.  Mr  Unsworth,  ailthough 
regarded  as  being  on  the  right  wing 
of  the  Labor  Party,  is  bound  to 
provide  an  enormous  contrast  to  Mr 
Andrew  Hay  who  is  making  a 
reputation  for  himself  as  a  vigorous 
defender  of  free  enterprise  against 
trade  union  pressure,  and  will 
precede  him  at  a  luncheon  on 
September  24, 

Mr  Unsworth,  52,  became  a 
trade  union  organiser  in  1961  and 
six  years  later  was  elected  an 
organiser  of  the  Labor  Council  of 
New  South  Wales. 

He  became  Assistant  Secretary  of 
the  Council  in  1975  and  has  made 
rapid  progress  in  his  political  career 
since. 


Mr  Unsworth  won  a  Churchill 
Scholarship  in  1966  which  enabled 
him  to  take  part  in  a  Trade  Union 
Programme  at  Harvard  University 
and  in  1974  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Australian  contingent  at  the 
Duke  of  Edinburgh  Study 
Conference  on  industrial  relations  at 
Oxford. 

Mr  Unsworth  became  a  part  time 
Commissioner  for  Public  Transport 
from  1972  to  1975  and  a  member  of 
the  Pipeline  Authority  from  1973  to 
1978.  In  1979  he  was  elected 
Secretary  of  the  Labor  Council  and 
gave  up  this  position  in  1984  to 
enter  politics  full  time. 

He  had  already  become  a 
member  of  the  N.S.W.  Legislative 
Council  in  1978  and  following  the 
re-election  of  the  Wran  Government 
in  1984,  became  Leader  of  the 
Upper  house  and  Minister  for 
Transport. 

Early  this  year  he  took  on  the 
Health  portfolio  and  on  July  4  was 
sworn  in  as  Premier,  Minister  for 
State  Development  and  Minister  for 
Ethnic  Affairs, 


At  the  time  of  writing  this 
newsletter,  Mr  Unsworth  had  won  a 
cliff-hanger  by-election  for  the  seat 
of  Rockdale  by  7 1  votes,  subject  to 
a  recount. 

The  Club  is  particularly  fortunate 
to  have  the  Premier  as  its  guest  at  a 
time  when  the  State  Government  is 
in  transition  from  Mr  Wran’s 
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Vale,  Sam  Block

Sam  Block  — 
a  sporting  all-rounder 


The  Club  will  sorely  miss  Sam 
Block,  whose  death  is  officially 
noted  on  Page  1 ,  The  picture  of 
Sam  published  there  is  from  the 
photograph  hanging  on  the  Third 
Floor  in  the  Athletics  Department, 
which  was  presented  to  him  in 
October  1980  for  services  to  the 
club,  particularly  as  co- founder  of 
the  TattersalFs  Swimming  Club. 

The  remainder  of  this 
appreciation  is  taken  from  an  article 
on  Sam’s  career,  published  in 
Tattersall’s  Club  Magazine  in 
October,  1970. 

At  Crown  Street  School,  from 
whence  came  many  of  Australia’s 
best  sportsmen,  Sam  was  captain  of 
the  school  and  of  football  for  three 
years,  representing  NSW  at 
schoolboys’  rugby  union.  He  could 
run  very  close  to  evens  and  from 
1925  to  1930  was  champion  of  the 
Corinthian  A  AC  over  100,  200  and 
440  yards  and  in  1928  won  the 
Club  Decathlon  title. 

Sam  was  an  all-rounder.  He  was 
taught  boxing  by  champions  Matt 
Wells  and  Harry  Stone  and  took 
part  in  a  number  of  contests. 

Sam  joined  Tattersall’s  Club  in 
1931  and  has  always  been  an  ardent 
worker  for  the  club’s  interests.  First 


secretary  of  the  Handball  Club  in 
1932,  officialdom  did  not  cramp  his 
playing  and  between  1933  and  1939 
he  was  club  champion  four  times. 

Sam’s  enthusiasm  and  consistency 
carried  him  far  in  club  swimming 
contests  and  he  took  the  Dewar  Cup 
outright  by  winning  it  in  1935  and 
1936  after  being  runner  up  in  1934. 
At  dominoes,  with  his  partner, 

Percy  Hunter,  he  became  champion 
of  both  TattersalFs  and  the  Civic 
Club. 

Sam’s  father  was  a  horse  owner- 
trainer  and  Sam  rode  successfully  in 
the  country  as  an  amateur  and  also 
owned  several  successful  ponies. 

During  Wm'ld  War  2  Sam  served 
with  the  AIF  in  New  Guinea  and 
the  North  and  spent  two  years  in 
hospital  as  a  result  of  a  war  illness. 

His  final  role  at  TattersalFs,  that 
of  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Swimming 
Club,  Sam  took  on  following  the 
death  of  his  friend,  Jack  Dexter, 
who  previously  held  the  position. 

Sam’s  funeral,  which  left  the 
Chevra  Kadisha  Memorial  Hall, 
Oxford  Street  for  the  Jewish 
Cemetery  and  Rookwood  on 
Thursday,  July  31,  was  attended  by 
a  number  of  TattersalFs  Club 
members.

Andrew  Hay,  the  speaker  at  a 
luncheon  prior  to  Mr  Unsworth, 
represents  the  very  opposite  end  of 
the  political  spectrum. 

The  Australian  Federation  of 
Employers  has  grown  out  of  the  well 
known  initiatives  of  John  Leard, 
former  Managing  Director  of 
Australian  National  Industries  Ltd., 
but  it  is  Andrew  Hay’s  task  as  its 
new  head  to  give  it  a  direction  and 
purpose  that  is  relevant  to 
Australian  businessmen,  particularly 
small  businessmen,  who  in  recent 
times  have  been  showing  discontent 
with  traditional  employer 
organisations. 

Andrew  Hay,  who  is  also 
President  of  the  Melbourne 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  has  proved 
his  abilities  as  a  business  leader  and 
initiator  with  his  Chamber  of 
Commerce  campaigns  against  trade 
unions  who  had  launched  sieges 
against  Dollar  Sweets  in  Melbourne 
and  the  Mudginberry  abattoir  in  the 
Northern  Territory. 

In  both  cases  unions  had  thrown 
extremely  vigorous  pickets  around 
the  companies  which  successfully 
denied  the  companies  the  ability  to 
trade,  and  in  both  cases  Andrew 
Hay  helped  fund  and  direct  the 
owner’s  counter  campaign  which 
saw  the  unions  defeated  in  the  civil 
courts. 

Members  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  get  both  sides  of  the 
employer  v  trade  unions  debate  — 
and  to  put  the  same  questions  to 
both  the  man  intent  on  curbing 
union  power  and  the  man  whose 
whole  career  has  been  spent 
working  in  the  union  movement 
and  rising  to  its  leadership.

Pool  Splashes 

The  Pool  Splashes  Column  was 
one  of  the  hallmarks  of  Sam  Block’s 
contribution  to  Tattersall’s  Club, 
and  it  seems  appropriate  that  on 
this  occasion  when  he  is  no  longer 
with  us  to  provide  the  column,  it 
should  be  omitted  from  the 
newsletter. 


Tattersall’s  Club  snooker  and 
billiards  enthusiasts  probably  feel,  to 
a  man,  that  life  won’t  be  quite  the 
same  on  the  Second  Floor  now  that 
George  Mousally  has  retired  from 
his  long  term  membership  of  the 
Snooker  and  Billiards  Committee. 

However,  the  news  is  not  quite 
that  bad.  George,  who  says  that  at 
84  he  feels  it  is  time  to  make  way 
for  younger  blood,  will  still  be 
active  in  the  role  of  consultant  to 
the  committee. 

George  has  been  a  member  of  the 
club  for  35  years  —  he  is  now  a 
Life  Member  —  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Snooker  and 
Billiards  Committee  for  over  30  of 
them. 

And  George  has  made  one 
absolutely  indelible  mark  on 
Tattersali’s  Club  billiards.  He  has 
won  the  Club  Champnonship  16 
times  —  the  last  time  was  a  mere 
three  years  ago  —  and  thereby  set  a 
record  which  seems  unlikely  to  be 
beaten. 

His  most  memorable  game,  he 
recalls,  was  against  the  then  State 
Champion  Arthur  Ball,  who  was 
247  to  George’s  144  in  a  250  up 
match. 

“As  I  went  to  the  table  for  the 
last  time,  Arthur  was  putting  a  bit 
more  chalk  on  his  cue,  ready  to 
deliver  the  coup  de  grace,”  says 
George.  “Arthur  didn’t  like  being 
beaten  and  he  was  not  a  bit  pleased 
when  I  made  a  break  of  106  to  take 
the  match.” 

George,  however,  is  not  just  a 
billiards  player.  In  his  younger  days 
he  played  A  Grade  tennis  in 
Melbourne  before  he  came  to 
Sydney  to  live  in  1939.  He  kept  up 
his  tennis  at  the  White  City  until 


after  World  War  2. 

That  was  when  George  took  up 
golf,  which  he  continued  playing  at 
Oatlands  until  he  was  75. 

George  originally  lived  in  Broken 
Hill,  where  his  father  arrived  in 
1888  from  Lebanon  to  work  in  the 
mines.  The  family  moved  to 
Melbourne  early  this  century  and 
George,  when  he  moved  to  Sydney, 
opened  Rondel’s  Fashion  Store  in 
Market  Street,  opposite  David  Jones 
on  what  is  now  the  site  of  Centre 
Point. 

In  1971  when  George  was  69, 
Rondel’s  had  to  make  way  for  the 
new  development  and  he  re-opened 
in  the  suburbs,  intending  to  return 
when  the  Centre  Point  Gallery 
Level  opened. 

George  retired  instead,  and  now 
says  that  Tattersall’s  Club  has 
become  his  second  home  and  he 
relishes  the  association  with  the 
members  which  has  afforded  him 
great  pleasure  and  a  very  happy 
period  of  membership.  Because  of 
this,  George  now  provides  trophies 
each  year  for  the  Club  Handicap 
Billiards  and  Snooker 
Championships  and  for  any  player 
who  wins  any  two  Handicap  events. 

“The  trophies  are  a  contribution 
that  I  like  to  make  in  return  for  all 
the  club  has  given  me,”  says 
George.  His  only  slight  regret  is 
that  he  feels  he  cannot  play  in  the 
Handicap  events  any  more  because 
he  would  be  competing  for  his  own 
trophy. 

“I  don’t  play  very  often  these 
days,  and  billiards  needs  a  lot  of 
practice,”  says  George. 

“But  I  think  I  will  probably  play 
in  the  Club  Billiards  Championship 
this  year,  at  least.” 


Our  Survey  — 
What  You  Think 


If  it  had  been  a  mail  order 
campaign,  the  results  of  the  club 
survey,  conducted  through  the  May 
issue  of  the  TattersalFs  Magazine, 
would  be  considered  very  good.  104 
members  answered  the  survey  out 
of  3,500,  or  approximately  three 
percent. 

However,  the  response  has  to  be 
regarded  as  a  bit  disappointing  since 
the  people  invited  to  take  part  were 
the  members  of  the  club,  and 
therefore  vitally  interested  in  the 
club  and  its  future  —  but  only 
sufficiently  so  in  three  percent  of 
cases  to  return  the  form. 

Most  of  the  responses  received 
came  from  older  members  of  the 
club. 

Without  any  doubt,  the  dining 
room  is  the  most  used  facility  in  the 
club  and  practically  all  respondents 
said  they  had  lunch  and  dinner  in 
the  club  during  the  past  year. 
Together  with  the  sports  facilities, 
this  made  up  the  major  part  of  club 
usage. 

Respondents  frequently 
commented  on  the  quality  of 
membership  as  one  of  the  club’s 
major  good  points,  but  the  quality 
of  service  and  the  calibre  of  the  staff 
also  received  many  favourable 
comments. 

There  is  no  doubt  whatever  as  to 
the  major  “Bad  Point”  of  the  club 
in  most  members’  eyes.  It  is  the 
lack  of  car  parking.  A  country 
member  wrote  to  say  that  although 
he  understood  parking  was  available 
for  functions,  people  in  his  position 
needed  overnight  parking. 

The  acquisition  of  car  parking, 
followed  by  improvements  to  the 
accommodation  were  the  major 
suggestions  for  improvement  of  club 
facilities.  However  a  few  members 
also  called  for  improvements  to  the 
dining  room  and  menu,  although 
many  also  mentioned  the  dining 
room  as  one  of  the  club’s  main 
good  points. 

All  respondents  to  the  survey 
commented  on  the  reputation  of  the 
club,  its  atmosphere,  its  prestige 
and  standing  in  the  community  and 
the  need  to  ensure  these  are 
maintained  in  the  future,  which  will 
of  course  be  a  major  objective  of  the 
planned  renovations.
